= Commission passes motion to 
terminate contract ‘without cause’ 


In a last minute addition to the 
agenda, Boyne City commissioners 
approved a motion to terminate the 
contract of city manager Eric Strahl 
at Jast week's regular meeting. The 
motion, made by commissioner Vicki 
Standen, was followed by a move into 
executive session with Strahl to “dis- 
cuss his employment.” After nearly 
an hour, the commission returned to 
the meeting room without Strahl, and 
passed the motion by a vote of 4-0, 
with commissioner Ron Grunch the 
only member absent. 

In making the motion, Standen 
stated that “it appears to be in the hest 
interest of both parties — the city 
manager and city commission —- to 
terminate Eric Strahl’s contract with- 
out cause.” 

Strahl has served as city manager 
for the City of Boyne City since 1997. 

The decision came in the wake of 
weeks of controversy regarding the 
investigation of city Workers for pos- 
sible felony theft of lumber after the 
recent tornado (the matter has been 
closed by both the Boyne City Police 
Department and Charlevoix County 
Prosecutors Office with no charges 
filed) as well as the demotion of long- 
time city clerk and assistant city man- 
ager Sue Hobbs. 

At the last regular meeting of Au- 
gust, the commission was met with 
public demands tor the reconsidera- 
tion of the six-month extension they "d 
granted to Strahl’s contract just weeks 
earlier. At that time, the commission 
declined to respond to the requests. 

And though Strahl was terminated 
at the most recent Meeting, questions 
as to why he was terminated, what the 
terms of the termination were. and 
what comes next have gone largely 
unanswered. 

Last week, mayor Eleanor Stackus 


had no comment on the situation, and 
referred all questions to city hail. 
According to city staff member 
Josene Lory, designated by Stackus 
as a spokesperson for the city on the 
matter, the commission and Strahl 
agreed to terms in which Strahl’s con- 
ract would be terminated “without 
cause.’ Lory was unable to provide

information on any financial aspects 
of the termination, including whether 
the city had “bought out” the remain-

As controversy continues to plague 
the City of Boyne City over recent 
legal and staffing issues and the fir- 
ing of city manager Eric Strahl (see 
page one), local residents have 
brought more concerns to the atten- 
tion of the city commission, this time 
in relation to the city’s ambulance 
department. ’ 

At last week’s regular city com- 
mission meeting, local resident and 
physical therapist Cindy Banner 
made a statement to commissioners 
in which she outlined her worries 
over the status of the department’s 
efforts to attain Advanced Life Sup- 
port designation as well as the con- 
cerns regarding the status of a state 
grant dependent on the City’s fulfill- 
ment of ALS requirements. 

According to Banner, the City is 
“definitely in jeopardy of losing that 
grant,” referring to the $65,000 Ru- 
ral Health Initiative matching grant 
awarded to the City in August of 
2001 through the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Community Health. 

Not a member of the volunteer am- 
bulance department, Banner has be- 
come involved in the issue “strictly 
from the standpoint of a health care 
professional,” she said in an inter- 
view after the meeting. 

As part of a group of local health 
care professionals who “knew how 
vital” an ALS service is, Banner be- 
came involved in an effort to assist 
the City with measures needed to 
complete requirements of both the 
grant and the ALS upgrade criteria. 

“Initially, we asked to meet with 
the city manager” on more than one 
occasion, Banner said, but no meet- 
ing was ever set. Eventually, she 
claims, the group decided that they 
would go to the city commission with 
the issue, at which time they were 
given a time to meet with then-city 
manager Eric Strahl and ambulance 
director Barb Flansburg. 

The group's questions, Banner 
said, were not answered satisfacto- 
rily, nor were their offers of help 
taken advantage of. 

Frustrated, Banner and other group 
members continued to meet with the 
city Manager and city commission- 
ers but were not satisfied with their 
answers. Ultimately, in the last regu- 
lar meeting in June of this year, Ban- 
ner questioned the commissioners 
abeut specifics regarding the ALS 
upgrade. “They couldn't answer the

questions,” Banner said, adding that 
one of the commissioners com- 
mented that the confrontation had 
“shed a lot of light on the issue,” and 
that, over the course of a few weeks, 
answers would be forthcoming. 

According to Banner, she never 
got them. It was at her request that 
the ambulance service issues be 
placed under unfinished business at 
this most recent commission mect- 
ing. 

Among the accusations levied by 
Banner are contentions that Strahi 
failed to properly oversee the project 
and ensure the goals and objectives 
were met in a timely manner; that 
Strahl] failed to monitor the ambu- 
lance director adequately; that Strahl] 
failed to hire a qualified ambulance 
director with skills necessary to ful- 
fill the duties of the job description, 
and despite a recommendation from 
city commissioners that she not be 
hired, that the City has failed to fo- 
cus on recruitment and retention of 
licensed paramedics; and that the 
City has failed to adequately com- 
plete state-mandated forms required 
for mid-progress grant reports. 

Banner is careful to note that her 
focus is not the volunteers who make 
up the ambulance service crew, but 


rather those in charge, including 
Flansberg. “She might be a great per- 
son and have great skills, but she 
doesn't have the qualifications to do 
that job,” Banner contends. 

According to Flansberg, who was 
kept from attending last week’s meet- 
ing by health issues, the grant in 
question, as well as the work towards 
ALS designation, are still on track. 
“Everything is all done,” Flansberg 
said in a phone interview Friday, ex- 
cept a few minor issues to be com- 
pleted in the coming week. 

The biggest issue for the service 
according to Flansberg is a need for 
more volunteers, specifically para- 
medics, to cover the necessary ser- 
vice. A shortage of manpower is to 
blame, Flansberg said, for the City 
needing to apply for ALS designa- 
tion under the Bennett Bill, a point 
of contention for Banner which 
Flansberg said was always in the 
plan. 

Under the provision, the City 
would be able to run its ALS service 
when the proper trained personnel 
were available; for example, the ser- 
vice could run only three days out of 
the week, with the other four days 
getting limited service. 

“We're trying to get more people,”

Flansberg said, but the Bennett Bill 
is “the only way that we could see 
that we could fly this.” 

Though Flansberg contends that 
the plan from the beginning was to 
run ALS under the Bennett Bill pro- 
visions, Banner said that from her re- 
search through grant documents, she 
has found no reference to the mea- 
sure. If the City were to end up op- 
erating on such a scheduled, she said, 
“you better pick your day to have a 
heart attack.” 

Defending the need to utilize the 
Bennett Bill, Flansberg said the mea- 
sure will give the city “time to ac- 
quire more people.” 

“We could have a lot of people,” 
she said, “if we were able to pay them 
. .. that does limit us.” Flansberg 
added that paperwork for the ALS 
upgrade will be submitted to the state 
by the end of October, after which 
time, the City must wait for the 
State’s response before it knows 
whether and when the service can be 
up and running.. 

Banner, for her part, plans to con- 
tinue her pursuit of the issue, and 
hopes to not only get answers, but 
action. 

“The bottom line is it’s about sav- 
ing lives,” she said.

tor; a heating system replacement; upgrades in instruc- 
tional technology; and improved parking and site light- 
ing. 

Proposed middle schoo! improvements include three 
new science classrooms and a new life skills room; an 
enlarged band room; an enlarged kitchen: and upgrades 
in instructional technology. 

At the high school, where proposed work is the most 
extensive. additions and improvements would include 
a new 500-seat auditorium for both school and com- 
munity use; a new band room: new art, photography 
and graphic design classrooms: an enlarged woodwork- 
ing shop and CAD/drafting classroom: a remodeled me- 
dia center: two new computer labs and other upgrades 
in instructional technology: a remodeled office area: a 
remodeled and enlarged cafeteria: additional parking 
and improved site lighting: and other extensive remod- 
eling including the replacement of the gym floor and 
bleacher systems. 

The middle school building is the newest of the three, 
opened in 1997. Still, with enrollment growth exceed- 
ing expectations, recommendations indicated that over 
the next few years, 15 general education classrooms 


will be needed to serve the growing enrollments currently 
at the elementary level, with only 12 currently available. 

Changes in programming, including a greater empha- 
sis on the arts, advanced science and mathematics in- 
struction, vocational education, and technology, have 
created changes in facility use at the high school in the 
years that have ensued since its opening in 1978. Those 
changes, in conjunction with enrollment growth, accord- 
ing to Hansen, account for the need to expand and reno- 
vate. 

The elementary school, built in stages beginning in 
the 1930s and 1940s and continuing with additions in 
1956 and 1978, was most recently the subject of a con- 
struction project in 1997, when the upper grade section 
of the building was remodeled. 

If passed, the bond proposal will mean an increase of 
the debt retirement tax levy from the current 3.15 mills 
to 4.14 mills. The additional .99 mills would mean a 
cost of $39.60 per year on a home with a property mar- 
ket value of $80,000. or a taxable value of 40,000. 

With the 1977 bond to be retired in 2003, and the 1995 
bond to be retired in 201!. school officials project that 
the “average” tax levy over the I Syear term of the bond 
will be 2.34 mills or less, depending on the taxable value 
increases in the school district.

Search for answers 
in Boyne City 
meeting silence 


Last week, the Boyne City City Commission 
passed a motion to terminate the contract of city 
manager Eric Strahl, effective immediately. 

After recent public outcries about investigations 
of DPW workers and demotions of city staff, the 
commission responded appropriately, | think, in 
taking that action. As questions came to light, the 
people demanded action, and action was, ulti- 
mately, taken. 

That action, however, does not stand alone. 
With it, a chain of events should have been set in 
motion. If it has been, no one else in the city knows 
about it. 

As it currently stands, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, no-one has been designated as an acting 
city manager. No special meeting of commission- 
ers or other interested parties has taken place or 
is scheduled. There are no plans being made 
public for a search for a new city manager, or for 
the installment of one from within. 

Allin all, though there are questions upon ques- 
tions to answer, the response from those in the 
know has been the same — nothing. 

And therein lies the problem. 

1 don’t blame city staffers specifically, for as to 
the best of my knowledge the answers, or lack 
thereof, that they're giving are all they're able to 
give. My greatest concern is the lack of coopera- 
tion from those higher up. In looking for the most 
simple answers, citizens are finding only dead- 
ends. And they're frustrated, again. 

It's easy to see why many Boyne City residents 
are starting to wonder what the big secret is. 

No one’s asking for the whole process to be com- 
pleted in a day. And most recognize that there 
are certain issues that, for whatever legal or pri- 
vacy reasons, cannot be discussed publicly. But 
the issues at hand, especially the status of the 
city management situation, are the business of 
the taxpayers and should be handled as such. 

My hope is this: that those in the know will be- 
gin to see the citizens of Boyne City as less of an 
adversary and more of what they, for the most 
part, are — folks who simply want, and deserve, 
answers. 

They only become adversaries when those who 
have the information they seek fail to do their 
part.

Learning to ‘drop back’ is part of 
parenting grown-up children

Throughout all the years of toddler challenges and pre- 
teen angst. the one glowing light was the knowledge that, 
God willing, our children would become adults and our 
role as parents would change dramatically. What we didn’t 
know then (and are learning the hard way now) is that 
change is still not easy. 

For example, when our kids were little and they chose 
an inappropriate activity, they were sent to time-out. As 
teenagers, driving and social privileges were always at 
risk and a fairly simple way to keep our kids focused and 
on the “straight and narrow.” 

But when the kids become presumable responsible 
adults we, the parents, are relegated to a drop-back posi- 
tion, so to speak, We're supposed to let them make their 
own decisions and choices, but we need to be ready to 
advise or even bail out in certain circumstance. Which, 


on the face of it. isn'ta problem. 

The challenge comes when we have to be able to read 
any given situation accurately. and know when we offer 
assistance and when we stand back and let our kids sink a 
bit. Tough choice. J now know from experience that there 
are few things more difficult than seeing an unfortunate 
circumstance develop. knowing that someone you care 
about is about to be unhappy, and having to stand in the 
wings and wait for a call for help. 

Fortunately, we have not had to deal with life threaten- 
ing problems, but becoming the parent of adult children 
has been one of the life lessons that they didn’t write 
enough about in those “so-now-you're-pregnant” books. 

Once again, I’ ve come to understand what my own mom 
goes through when she doesn’t hear from me often enough. 
I also know why losing brain cells as I get older is not 
always such a bad thing. What I can’t remember, won't 
haunt me. 


Several outcomes possible in BC personnel issues 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As is too often evident, governmental cover-ups are 
stupid and dumb. The former because they are usually 
exposed; the latter because the people involved are. Take 
the Boyne City personnel brouhaha. Details are difficult 
to come by. 

But apparently ex-assistant city manager/city clerk (E- 
ACM/CC) a nearly two-decades employee was recently 
meteorically ousted from her next-to-the-top job, down 
to assistant city clerk.

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connivance of a majority of the Boyne City council and 
their word merchant, 1-e., lawyer. The results, I imagine, 
might be a multi-million dollar wrongful intent lawsuit 
against the city by E-ACM/CC that dwindles down to a 
somewhat smaller sum in out-of-court Settlement. But 
the suing party will do a fictional bestselling novel about 
a malevolent female serialist who is never caught after 
doing multiple unpleasant things to each of a small city’s 
council members and their word merchant. 

2. Now that the instigating E-CM has fled the halls of 
Boyne City, its bewildered council — lamenting its word 
merchant's past direction and taking reluctantly the broad 
hints of its constituents — weakly and seemingly meckly 
apologize to a badly mistreated E-ACM/CC. As a partial 
reconciliation for their misbehavior, they offer a niggling

WETERAN OF THE MonTH 


Roy Winegarden 

Veteran of the Month for September is Roy Winegarden who was born 
on March 28, 1891 in Lexington, Mich. On Nov, 21. 1917 Winegarden 
enlisted in the Army at Charlevoix and following basic training left the 
U.S. on June 15, 1918 for assignment with Headquarters 9th Infantry Bri- 
gade in France.
